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High costs, low prices endanger farmers here

Fanners and people in other agriculture-related fields are painting a gloomy 


picture for the future of the farmer, and one Navarro County farmer says the 
situation will probably get worse before it gets any better. 


Marvin Henderson, who has farmed in the Kerens area for over 40 years, says 


farmers are faced with much the same situation that existed during the 
depression years of 1932-33. 


"The only difference between now and 1932-33 is we didn't have money then, 


he says. "We have money now, but it won't go any place." 


"It's rather a dark situation," he explains. "The cost of producing is way out 


of line with what we're getting for our products." 


HENDERSON SAYS he feels that all farmers are being affected by the 


situation, noting that "probably 75 per cent of the farmers have lost money for 
the last two years." 


"It's hitting all of us, — the little fanners and the big farmers — we're all in 


the same boat," he says. "Normally you would think volume would take care of 
it, but it just isn't." 


Henderson farms about 400 acres of row crops and runs cattle on another 3,000 


acres. 


He describes the farm outlook much the same as the cattle market, which has 


been hard-pressed for the past several years. 


"The cattle situation might be a little brighter within the next year or two," 


he says, "but the farm situation depends too much on exports and other factors 
which the farmer has no control over." 


Henderson says the middle man and freight and handling charges have 


caused farm goods to cost more at the check-out stand, but that the farmers 
aren't realizing any profit from the increased prices. 


As far as a solution to the problem, he says that "the only thing I can say is 


price support from the government, or freezing prices on everything and get- 
ting them all balanced out." 


HENDERSON predicts that "people are going to get hungry before it gets 


better," and until it does get better, many of the younger farmers may be 
forced out of the business. 


"The young farmers haven't had time to build up a backlog like a lot of the 


older farmers," he explains. 


"Normally, I'm pretty optimistic, but this time I'm not," he says. "People 


are going to have to be made aware of the situation before we can even start 
solving the problem."

A fair return on investment has long been a battle cry of the American 


businessman, but on group of businessmen — the farmers — seem to be fighting 
an uphill battle, according to Hershel Timmons and Robert Chrisman of the 
Production Credit Association which arranges financing for many farmers in 
Navarro and Hill Counties. 


"There are people who think farmers are doing pretty good," says Chrisman, 


"but under the present conditions, there's no way a man can make a profit." 


As an example, Chrisman and Timmons say that a man farming 600 acres is 


apt to lose from $12,000 to $15,000 a year on his investment. 


They say a conservative estimate of producing a 600-acre crop of cotton, milo 


and wheat is approximately $52,000. That amount plus interest of $3,120 and 
depreciation of equipment at another $2,500 totals $57,620. 


"IT'S GOING TO cost him $57,620 to live and work his crop," says Chrisman. 


"But with current prices, he's only going to realize $43,400 to pay on his crop. 
That's an actual $12,000-$15,000 loss." 


Chrisman said he based the income estimates at 300 acres of cotton which this 


year averaged 45 cents per pound. Two hundred acres of milo at 2,200 pounds 
per acre, would have brought in $2.90 per pound, and 100 acres of wheat, at 18 
bushels to the acre, which would have brought from $1.90 to $2 a bushel. 


He said that the cotton would have grossed $90 an acre, milo, $64 an acre, and 


wheat, $36 an acre. 


"Consider that the land is valued at $400 an acre," Chrisman says. "That's 


$240,000 and when you add another $50,000 in equipment, that man has got 
$290,000 tied up in his operation. 


"Here's a man taking a pretty big risk," he says. "Just picture what our 


customers face for another year.'' 


"A farmer doesn't want anything anybody else isn't getting," said Tirnmons. 


"All he wants is a floor on which to work." 


CHRISMAN, WHO also farms, says he sold wheat three years ago at $4.50 per 


bushel. At that time he could have bought a 100-horse-power tractor for ap- 
proximately $11,000. 


"This year we sold wheat for $1.90 to $2 bushel," he said, "and the same 


tractor would cost you $25,000." 


Timmons, who serves as president of the local production credit association, 


said his company will continue finance farmers. 


"We're just going to have to ride the times through," said Timmons. "It's a 


pretty blue picture, but people are just going to have make sacrifices until the 
situation turns around."

Tractor stealing issue 


Area shriffs unhappy with Rangers

A group of county sheriff's are upset with the Texas Rangers 


over the over the Rangers handling of the recent break-up of a 
widespread tractor theft ring. 


One of the sheriffs, Jerry Shelton, is also disagreeing with 


published reports of how the theft ring operated. Besides 
Shelton, Ellis County Sheriff Barney Boyd and Freestone 
County Sheriff J. R. Sessions are also at odds with the way the 
Rangers managed the affair. 


The three plan -to meet with Department of Public Safety 


Director Col. Wilson E. Speir Thursday to discuss their qom-' 
plaints. 


THE COMPLAINT is against Texas Ranger Ray Scholton of 


Columbus. Shelton and Sessions say Scholton failed to cooperate 
with their departments while he was working on the case. They 
also say Scholton hid recovered property which had been stolen 
in Navarro, Freestone and Ellis Counties. 


Contacted Wednesday Speir said, "I don't know the details of 


their complaint. I understand they want to talk with me or my 
assistant. If there is a problem we 
certainly want to work it 


out. Since I'm not familiar with the complaint, I'm in no position 
to comment." 


Boyd and Scholton were not available for comment as of press 


time today. 


The incident began, Shelton explained, three weeks ago when 


a Harris County constable in Humble found a tractor and goose- 
necked trailer. He ran checks on them to see if they were stolen. 
The report came back that the equipment had been reported 
stolen from Streetman. The constable contacted Deputy Sheriff 
Grady McCall. McCall, Shelton said, confirmed the theft report 
and got Peace Justice Aubrey Smith to issue a "dummy", or 
blank, arrest warrant. 


SHELTON SAID he sent McCall to Humble with the owner of 


the equipment to pick up the suspect and identify the property. 
When the two arrived they found the suspect being interviewed 
by Scholton. Scholton, Shelton said, asked if he could detain the 
man and another suspect who had turned himself in. 


McCall agreed on the condition that the two suspects were 


held for Navarro County. 


"Grady (McCall) told him, when you're through with them, I 


want them and I'll come get them," Shelton said, and he added, 
A week went by and we hadn't heard anything from the 
Rangers. The following Friday Barney Boyd called me and he 
was highly upset." 


Boyd, Shelton said, told him Scholton and the two suspects 


were in Ellis county looking for the property they were supposed 
to have stolen. 


"At that time I was highly perturbed because Scholton had 


gone through my county with out telling us or stopping and 
letting us talk to the men," the sheriff said. 


SESSIONS WAS not happy with Scholton having gone through 


Freestone county without stopping either. 


"They didn't notify us they were working on our offenses," 


Sessions said."

enforcement officer, when visiting or investigating in a par- 
ticular jurisdiction to work with the local officials or at least 
notify them he is in the area. 


Two men are now in the Navarro County Jail. Charged in 


connection with the thefts are Vernon Fain Wilson, 30, Houston; 
who was arraigned before Peace Justice G. W. O'Neal and bond 
set at $2,000, and Feldon Dale Scott, 25, of Humble. 


Shelton said it took some pressure to get the Rangers to 


release the two men into their custody. He said that after he 
talked to Boyd he called Scholton to find out what was going on. 
Shelton said Scholton told him the men were out on bond and 
helping point out where the stolen property was located. 


"I ASKED what bond? They were arrested on our warrants 


and they're not on our bond. We had a hold on them," Shelton 
said. 


Shelton said the incident was getting embarrasing for him. 
"I had all these people who had their property stolen and they 


were asking us what was going on, and I had to tell them we 
didn't know," Shelton said. 


The two men were finally located in Houston and returned to 


Navarro County Wednesday at 3:30 a.m. by a Texas Ranger 
captain. Shelton said this happened after he talked to another 
Ranger captain from Waco and Speir. 


Shelton and Sessions said the Rangers had been taking the 


men around the state while they pointed out 
where the 


stolen property was hidden. The sheriff's said the Rangers 
stored the recovered property and 
were not making any 


attempts to locate the owners or the law enforcement officers in 
the areas the thefts occurred. 


"We didn't know where this stuff was. The prisoners told us 


where the Rangers were storing the stolen tractors," Sessions 
said. 


SESSIONS HAS had to go to the Naval Air Station in Grand 


Prairie looking for some of the property stolen which had been 
located by the Rangers, but not reported to him. 


According to Shelton, the ring had been operating since March 


of this year. During that time, he said, over 50 tractors, mostly 
Fords, 
where one ignition key fits most models and 70 


pieces of various other equipment were stolen. 


Shelton said a report in the Waco Tribune-Herald that 


members of the ring, spotted the equipment while working for 
the Southern Pacific Railroad on the Houston to Oklahoma run 
was "erroneous." He said the thieves would spot the equipment 
as they were driving along 1-45 or some farm road, load it on a 
Lowboy trailer and ride off with it. 


"They say in that article that the Rangers were working 'hand 


in hand with sheriff's departments' that's just not true. They 
weren't working with us at all," Shelton said. 


WHILE sheriff's departments in close to a dozen Texas 


counties are waiting to question the men about other offenses, 
Sessions, Boyd and Shelton, are primarily upset because the 
Rangers were not trying to locate the owners and were not 
working with their departments where the investigations began. 


"This whole thing has been mishandled and mismanaged 


from the beginning," Shelton said. He and Sessions agree that 
the only reason they can sue for the Hangers to act like they did 
is for the publicity. 


"The only thing I can figure is that he I Scholton) was looking 


for headlines," Shelton said.

Palos

following "a large number of 
complaints" received by the 
department all officers have 
been told to look out for persons 
distributing circulars on cars or 
posting signs on buildings or 
utility poles. 


The crack down comes on the 


heels of the Thursday's arrest of 
Essundiar Karimi of Navarro 
College. Karimi was charged 
and found guilty by City Court 
Judge David Wilson of violating 
a section of the Corsicana City 
code which prohibits the placing 
of any sticker, or poster, or 
paper "upon any vehicle not the 
property of the person per- 
forming such act". 


The circulars Karimi was 


charged with placing on cars 
were copies of the Iranian 
Students Association newsletter 
"Resistance". 
Police 
also 


confiscated Karimi's materials. 


Wilson 
fined 
Karimi $50. 


Palos said the crack down is 
beginning 
with the 
Iranian 


students that have been putting 
up posters on signal light poles 
and utility poles around the city 
protesting the visit of the Shah 
of Iran to the United States. 


Since 
the state 
law on 


defacing public property and 
the city code both make no 
exceptions, 
Palos 
said 
all 


persons 
caught 
putting up 


garage sale signs, political 


signs, or distributing circulars 
on cars, will be subject to being 
charged with the offense. 


Police Chief Don Massey and 


City Manager Dick Ballenger 
both said today there is no or- 
dinance allowing people to get 
permits to distribute the cir- 
culars. 


"We usually handle it like 


itinerant merchants on things 
like this and leave it up to the 
police 
chief 
to 
decide," 


Ballenger said. 


Massey said, "There's no way 


to get a permit to put out cir- 


culars." 


"We can't take sides in this 


thing," Palos said, "when we 
see someone violating the law 
we're going to have to do 
something about it." 


Palos said the department is 


also asking citizens who see 
people putting out the circulars 
or posting the signs to call in 
and 
give 
descriptions 
and 


license plate numbers to police. 


In the case of a sign being put 


on private buildings, the owner 
will have to file the complaint 
before the police can take any 


action. The posters protesting 
the Shah's visit, Palos said, are 
being put up with "some kind of 
real good paste or something." 


He adds that the signs are 


extremely difficult to remove 
and probably will have to be 
painted over instead of being 
removed. At the intersection of 
N. 15th and W. 2nd. Palos today 
found four signs pasted on 
signal light poles and 
utility 


poles. He attempted to remove 
those that had been pasted on 
and was only partially suc- 
cessful.

His only 
mistake in that statement was 
to include Texas; he should 
have said Ixmisiana instead of 
Texas. 


All of us know that Texas 


independence was gained from 
Mexico as a result of the Texas 
Revolution. It is true that 
Mexico did not recognize that or 
admit that Santa Anna had any 


right to agree to it. Texas in- 
dependence and the Texas- 
Mexico boundary 
were not 


completely settled until after 
the war with Mexico. As a result 
of that was, the independence of 
Texas was recognized and the 
boundary finalized at the Rio 
Grande. Then a large payment 
was made to Mexico for the 
Mexican cession, the land from 


Mexico 
to 
and 
including 


California. The price was too 
small, even without Texas, but 
at no time was it understood 
that the money was for Texas. 


SO JIMMY made a mistake in 


history that Harry 
Truman

and Russia now, but we aren't 
and won't be doing so, because 
they understand the difference. 
Too bad that many of us don't 
know and

The Panama Canal Zone 


treaty was for a lease and an- 
nual payments for use of that 
land, and it doesn't change the 
matter at all that the agreement 
was 
"in 
perpetuity". 


Incidentally, we have already 
changed the terms of that "in 
perpetuity" agreement three 
times, 
raising 
the annual 


payments from $250,000 a year 
to over $2,000,000 a year and 
neither time did we claim a 


permanent, 
unchangeable1 


treaty that couldn't be changed.!

I haven't said one word about 
the merits or demerits of the 
proposed treaty. I just wanted 
to put in a plug for learning 
history correctly and quoting it 
correctly.

Owen said that several ways of 
raising the money had been 
discussed before deciding to 
collect the newspapers. Noting 
that by utilizing such a project 
the taxpayers could be saved 
the expense of purchasing new 
uniforms, Owen said the $20,000 
goal represents

Students in a third grade class 


at Fannin Elementary School 
are preparing themselves for 
the directions they will take in 
life. 


No, they haven't begun their 


career studies, but are busy 
studying 
geographical 


locations, road maps, aerial 
maps, and city maps as part of 
their classroom unit on maps. 


The third grade class is 


taught by Mrs. Vivian Reed. 


Mrs. Reed said that the class 


is working toward achieving 
four goals in its study unit on 
maps. 


"We want to learn how to read 


maps, how to draw maps, how 
to recognize symbols used on 
maps and to learn directions," 
she said. 


TO 
ACCOMPLISH these 


things, Mrs. Reed is utilizing a 
variety of resource materials 
including color film strips on 
maps and directions, various 
drawings, flash cards, and 
books. 


"In this unit study, the boys 


and girls will be able to 
recognize the symbols used on 
maps for railroad crossings, 
airports, cemeteries, rivers, 
lakes, etc.," Mrs. Reed said. 


"We 
have also been busy 


drawing 
maps 
to 
houses, 


schools, 
churches, 
business 


buildings, hospitals, and other 
things which are found on maps 
in 
determining 
various 


locations," she said. 


"We are also including in our 


map study unit a discussion on 
people who use maps like pilots, 
tourists, and truck drivers," she 
said. 


"ONE 
IMPORTANT STUDY 


that we are doing is on road 
maps. Everyone during some 
time in his life will use a road 
map. City maps are also im- 
portant in our study," she said. 


To localize the city map 


study, Mrs. Reed's students 
have designed a city map from 
construction paper and located 
a model city on it. 


They have named the streets, 


avenues, built houses, chur- 


ches, schools, a post office, 
hospital, bank, stores, and other 
buildings on it. 


Mrs. Reed explained that this 


class project was aimed at 
reinforcing the student's idea of 
where things are located on 
maps and how easily they can 
be located if they are given a 
sense of direction. 


"This was really an exciting 


and fun learning experience for 
them because all the students 
got an opportunity to take part 
in the project," she said. 


OTHER MAP STUDIES the 


class will do include maps of the 
United States and global maps. 


Mrs. Reed said that she feels 


the unit on maps is very im- 
portant because maps deter- 
mine information about streets, 
highways, major intersections, 
how many miles are between 
two points and other useful 
date.

English Journal publishes 
local teacher's manuscript 


Special distinction has come 


to Mrs. Andrea Webb of Cor- 
sicana in being one of 14 English 
teachers in the United States to 
have a manuscript selected to 
appear in the fourth annual 
"English Journal Curriculum 
Catalogue," published by the 
"English Journal", the official 
publication of the 
National 


Council of English teachers. 


Mrs. Webb, who is director of 


curriculum for St. John's High 
School in Ennis, wrote, "Death: 
The Last Taboo," which deals 
with a course she developed, 
wrote and introduced into St. 
John's curriculum last spring 
as an English teacher. 


The course is a six-week 


elective designed for junior 
year students and is presented 
to the student on the assumption 
that in the process of learning 
something about death, he may 
also learn more about life. The 
scope of the course is broad and 
ranges from how the concept of 
death has changed from pre- 
Christian civilization to that 
expressed 
by 
Christianity 


during 
the 
Middle 
Ages, 


Renaissance and in the 20th 


century prospective, to at- 
titudes and values revealed in 
selected readings, music and 
art towards life and death. 


The course also examines the 


differences between physical, 
legal, psychological, religious 
and philosophical aspects of 
death and culminates with the 
student doing research based on 
legal, medical and theological 
reasoning. 


Since the publication of the 


manuscript, 
Mrs. Webb has 


received 70 inquiries from high 
school and college 
English 


teachers in the United States 
and 10 in Canada about the 
course. 


Earlier this year Mrs. Webb 


was cited by both the National 
Council of Teachers and the 
Executive Committee of the

Department
